Walkins Issues Warning 



traffic accidents in Oc- 
tober, Kentucky's highway toll 
reached the highest total since 
December, 1941, when 102 peo- 
ple were killed, J. Stephen Wat- 1 
kins, Commissioner of the Ken- 
tucky Department of Highways 
said today. The statement fol- 
lowed receipt of a report com- 
piled in the offjpes of the Ken- 
tucky Highway Patrol. A total 
of 455 accidents, 314 injured and 
1 82 deaths were shown for the 
month. 

"The increase In traffic as re- 
corded by our automatic traffic 
records is reflecting hself in a 
steady increase in traffic acci- 
dents," Mr. Watklns said. "Traf- 
fic this year has been comparable 
with the traffic in 1941, and un- 
less more care is exercised on 
the highways, this holiday sea- 
son will bring an even greater 
total of highway tragedies. There 
were 93 deaths on the highways 
in October, 1941; 49 in 1942; 34 
in 1943; 47 in 1944 and 69 in 1945. 

"The Kentucky Highway Pa- 
Irol has been directed to exert 
every effort to prevent violations 
which may be the cause of these 
accidents."

Disability Payments To 
Veterans Hits New High 

Over 10 percent of World War j 
II veterans, totaling 1,847,000 are 
receiving monthly payments as ; 
a result of disabilities incurred 
in the armed forces, it was an- 
nounced this week by Veterans 
Administration officials. 

The average monthly payment 

r the disabled veterans is ap- 
proximately 42 dollars, VA said. 
Compensa jon payments for serv- 
ice connected disabilities range 
from $13.80 a month to $360 a 
month, depending upon the de- 
gree and type of disability.

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CHRISTMAS SEALS MAKE WAR ON T. B. 

During the past tour 01 five yean the TB death rate in the 
City of Louisville is said to have gone up eight points per 
100.000 population-from 62. 1 in 1941. to 70.6 in 1913. There 
were 10 more deaths from TB in Louisville in 1945 than in 
1941. 

This, therefore, seems to be no time to cut down on efforts 
to control tuberculosis. Conditions, such as congestion in 
bousing and difficulty in obtaining proper and sufficient foods, 
are conducive to an increase of the disease. There is work to 
be done in this area to prevent and control TB. The fight 
cannot go on with the required effectiveness, unless the neces- 
sary funds are provided. 

When the public buys Christmas Seals, the purchasers help 
support the Louisville Tuberculosis Association which cooper- 
ates with official agencies in the TB field by doing free chest 
X-raying, health education and rehabilitation. The Association 
is entirely dependent upon receipts hum the seal sale. It does

Although more meat ia available 
today, Mrs. Housewife can continue 
to make good use of the meats she 
relied on during the period of 
scarcity. There are a number of 
these which offer many opportuni- 
ties for variety and at the same time 
are easy on the budget 

The meats pictured above are ex- 
cellent examples. Most housewives 
include them in their family meals, 
but more often than not the ways in 
which they are served are very lim- 
ited. 

As a matter of fact there are al- 
most endless possibilities for using 
these meats in preparing dishes that 
are different. A few suggestions are 
given here. 

Meat Cupe — Creamed Potatoes 

Combine 1 pound ground beef, 
cup dry bread crumbs, % cup milk, 
1 teaspoon salt and % teaspoon pep- 
per. Line ungreased muffin pans with 
meat mixture to a thickness of *A- 
inch. Fill with creamed potatoes and 
bake in a slow oven 45 minutes. 

Meat and Potato Roll 

Combine 1% pounds ground meat, 
% cup cracker crumbs, 1 egg, % 
cup milk and % teaspoon pepper. 
Spread on waxed paper tc %-inch 
thickness, making a rectangle about 
6 x 10 inches.

Kentucky Crop Report 
For November 1 

Weather conditions during Oc- 
tober continued favorable to the 
majority of Kentucky's major 
crpps. Tobacco is reported to be 
curing satisfactorily with strip- 
ping rather general throughout 
the State. < > 

An indicated tobacco yield o 
,192 pounds per acre" is the high 
st on record and compares with 
-n indicated yield of 1,188 pounds 
last month and 1,059 pounds ' 

Kentucky's tobacco crop, of 
types combined, is forecast at 
498,818,000 pounds for 1946 com- 
pared with 437,895,00 pounds in 
1945 and the ten-year average 
(1935-44) of 317,219,000 pounds 

Fall seeding of small grains is 
virtually completed with most 
fields up to good stands. 

Corn production remained un- 
changed from the previous month 
at which time the total produc- 
tion was estimated at 94,278,000 
bushels. Estimated yield per acre 
remained at 38.0 bushels which 
is the highest on record.
